supreme court, to the effect that offenses against pro­ 
hibition may be punished twice, once by the federal 
authorities and once by the state authorities. 
The Fifth Amendment to the federal Constitution 
says, “Nor shall any person be subject to be twice put 
in jeopardy of life or limb.’’ 
W'hen the supreme 
court, whose function is to interpret and apply the 
Constitution, takes an opposite view. the public ac­ 
cepts the court’s word, because there is no higher au­ 
thority, yet wonders about it. 
The Eighteenth Amendment giv, s the federal and 
state governments “concurrent power” to enforce 
prohibition. 
The average citizen’s understanding of 
this has been that state and federal government are 
supposed to co-operate in the matter, and an of­ 
fender against the prohibition amendment is to be 
punished by either of them, but not by both. 
The 
supreme court justifies double punishment, on the 
ground that state and federal sovereignty in the mat­ 
ter are separate and independent, and neither may be 
presumed to know or care what the other is doing. 
And that is the law, because the supreme court says 
so, even if it does not sound quite right to a layman. 
It may be a good thing, too. 
There has been two 
much passing of the buck by state and federal au­ 
thorities and too much laughing at both by the law­ 
breakers. 
Offenders may stop treating prohibition 
as a joke when federal and state authorities line up 
together to give them a double dose of punishment.

Onj of th* proposed amendment* to the motor 
vehiclo lav would limit to one only the number of 
trailers that may be attached lo any vehicle. 
At finn sight those who have often followed a 
long string of trucks and trailer* for a mile or so 
before being able to pa** them will perhaps think 
thi* a very u s e f u l proposal. And there is no doubt 
that such a regulation would do much to relieve 
congestion on the highway. 
But oil the other hand it would work great hard­ 
ship upon the farmer* at those season* of the year 
wh 'n ho must move his crop* as rapidly as possible. 
And tho farmer must bo considered. His use of the 
highways for the moving of produce is of vastly 
mor» importance than the convenience of those 
who drive pleasure cars. 
Possibly a solution of this trailer problem could be 
arrived at by zoning the highways with reference 
to areas of population, and in the vicinity of large 
towns where traffic Is heavy confining the use of 
trainer- to the late night and early morning hours. 
Bu. even such regulation as this might seriously 
inconvenience 
those 
with 
perishable produce to 
raovo. 
And it. or any other restriction should be 
made only after careful study of the situation, lest 
Injustice be done those whose livelihood depends 
on ?ree use of tbe highways. 
On the other hand, such consideration for the 
farmurs’ interests demands from them a spirit of 
reciprocity. 
Fo- it is notorious some farmers do not now show 
the proper regard for the highways in their use of 
them. 
For mile* and miles, in some parts of the state, 
the loads have been almost irreparably damaged] 
by tue manner in which agricultural instruments!
